Luther  was 
devotedly  fond  of  music,  the  language  of  an¬ 
gels  in  heaven  and  of  the  ancient  prophets  on 
earth.  Next  to  theology,  it  held  the  second 
place  in  his  estimation.  “  Who  loves  not 
music,”  said  he,  “cannot  be  loved  by  Luther.” 
He  was  charitable  lo  excess,  and  often  bor¬ 
rowed  of  his  parishioners  when  he  had  nothing 
of  his  own  to  give ;  and  at  times  was  unable 
to  meet  his  obligations  when  they  fell  due  ;

Eaklv  Called. — The  last  number  of  the  Guar¬ 
dian,  published  at  Columbia,  Tennessee,  contains 
an  interesting  account  of  a  mournful  event  Some 
of  our  readers  may  be  aware  that  there  is  a  large 
Female  School  at  that  distant  point  conducted 
upon  Church  principles,  with  Bishop  Otey  as  a 
lecturer  on  the  moral  sciences,  and  some  twenty 
other  teachers  on  the  different  branches  of  a 
thorough  education.  The  principal  of  the  Insti¬ 
tute,  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Smith,  conducts  the  Guardian 
and  makes  it  a  medium  of  communication  with 
the  parents  and  friends  of  the  two  or  three  hun¬ 
dred  young  ladies  committed  to  his  care.  The 
mournful  event  alluded  to  above  is  the  unexpect¬ 
ed  death  of  a  beloved  pupil,  who  had  grown  up 
with  the  establishment,  loving  and  being  loved. — 
She  was  a  daughter  of  the  Bishop’s  and  is  thus 
referred  to: — 

“  Sarah  McGavocx  Otet  is  no  more  !  That 
bright  and  beautiful  being,  so  well  known  and  so 
loved  by  all  who  have  been  associated  with  this 
Institute  of  late  years — the  pride  and  ornament 
of  every  class  to  which  she  belonged — will  never 
more  be  seen  within  our  halls.  VVe,  who  had  so 
many  opportunities  of  estimating  her  virtues  and 
her  worth— who  cling  with  fondness  to  every  me- 
yiorial  of  her  presence  here — have  scarcely  the 
heart  to  do  more  than  simply  refer  to  the  notice 
and  character  under  the  Obituary  head  at  the  end 
of  the  present  number.  She  was  born  on  the  30th 
of  June  1930 — was  baptized  on  the  9lh  of  August 
following — was  confirmed  on  the  7th  of  Septem¬ 
ber  18 1**!,  and  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion  on 
the  same  day — and  died  on  the  28th  of  May, 
1847,  full  of  faith  and  hope  of  a  blessed  immor¬ 
tality.  On  the  next  day  (the  29th)  her  precious 
remains  were  consigned  to  the  tomb,  in  a  sweet 
and  quiet  spot,  the  grave-yard  of  St.  John’s  par¬ 
ish,  Ashwo^,  in  the  presence  o^  a  numerous  as¬ 
semblage  of  sorrowing  relatives  and  friends.” 

“The  records  of  this  School  attest  the  talents 
of  our  departed  young  friend,  and  the  progress  1 
which  her  assiduity  and  diligence  enabled  her  to 
make  in  all  her  studies.  But  those  who  knew 
her  most  intimately  mourn  her  loss  most  for  quali¬ 
ties,  which  though  they  may  be  traced  in  Acade¬ 
mic  records,  are  still  more  enduringly  commemo¬ 
rated  in  their  hearts.  For  above  those  high  en¬ 
dowments  and  accomplishment  which  procured 
fur  her  such  a  name  and  position  as  a  student,

at  its  triennial  meeting  to  consider  the  whole 
subject. 

Bishop  Henshaw  objected  to  this  motion  as  it 
was  virtually  the  one  on  which  the  vote  had  been 
already  taken. 

Pending  this  discussion  the  Rev.  Mr.  Balch 
rose  and  said,  that  he  had  a  remark  to  make 
which  would  probably  lead  to  the  withdrawal  of 
the  motion  made  by  the  llev.’  Rector  of  Grace 
Church,  Philadelphia. 

It  has  been  conceded  on  all  hands,  said  Mr.  B., 
by  those  who  claim  to  be  the  special  friends  of 
the  Mission  to  Constantinople,  that  the  Foreign 
Committee  is  the  proper  Committee  to  collect 
information  and  institute  inquiries  respecting  that 
Mission,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  for  that  purpose  has  been  resisted,  partly  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  an  interference  with  the  du¬ 
ties  of  the  Foreign  Committee.  On  the  other 
hand  the  Foreign  CommiUee  have  felt  a  delicacy 
in  taking  measures  for  the  object  proposed,  be¬ 
cause  they  have  long  been  convinced  of  the  in¬ 
expediency  of  that  Mission.

Illijminatbd  Truths.— There  is  probably  no 
Christian  who  has  an  intimate  spiritual  acquain¬ 
tance  wjth  truth,  who  has  not,  at  peculiar  seasons, 
beheld  truths  which  had  long  been  familiar  to  his 
mind,  as  if  illuminated  or  irradiated  with  the 
glory  of  heaven.  References  to  this  are  often 
found  in  the  biographies  of  the  excellent  of  the 
earth.  When  Bishop  Butler  was  desponding 
during  bis  last  sickness,  his  hope  was  revived  by 
his  chaplain  repeating  to  him  the  passage,  “  Him 
that  cometh  to  me,  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.” 
He  remarked  that  tlie  passage,  although  long  fa¬ 
miliar  to  him,  had  never  struck  his  mind  as  it  did 
at  that  moment;  and  its  truth,  its  beauty,  its 
adaptation  were  all  so  displayed,  and  so  irradiated, 
that  his  soul  was  at  peace,  and  he  departed  with¬ 
out  a  fear.

their  spirits  cheered,  and  their  confident  re¬ 
newed,  and  go  to  sleep  with  an  exuliatiou  of 
minds  of  which  kings  and  conquerors  have  no 
share. 

But  of  all  the  storms  that  ever  Scotland 
witnessed,  or  I  hope  will  ever  again  behold, 
there  is  none  of  them  that  can  once  be  com¬ 
pared  to  tbe  inemorahle  24th  of  January, 
1796,  which  fell  with  such  peculiar  violence 
on  that  division  of  the  south  of  Scotland  that 
is  between  Crawford-muir  and  the  border. 
Within  these  bounds,  seventeen  sheperds 
perished,  and  upwards  of  thirty  were  carried 
home  insensible,  who  afterwards  recovered  ; 
but  the  number  of  sheep  that  were  lost,  far 
outwent  any  possibility  of  calculation.  One 
farmer  alone,  Mr.  Thomas  Beattie,  lost  1,440; 
and  many  others  in  the  same  quarter  from 
6(X)  to  800  each.  Whole  flocks  were  over¬ 
whelmed  with  snow,  and  no  one  ever  knew 
where  they  were  till  the  snow  di8aolved,wben 
they  were  all  found  dead.  Many  hundreds 
were  driven  into  waters,  bums,  and  lakes,  by 
the  violence  of  the  storm,  where  they  were 
buried  or  frozen  up;  and  these  the  flood  car¬ 
ried  away,  so  that  they  were  never  seen  nor 
found  by  the  owners  at  all. 

The  following  anecdote  somewhat  illus¬ 
trates  the  confusion  and  devastation  that  it 
bred  in  the  country.  The  greater  part  of  the 
rivers  on  which  the  storm  was  most  deadly, 
run  into  the  Solway  Frith,  on  which  there  is  a 
place  called  the  Beds  of  Esk,  where  the  tide 
throws  out  leaves  whatsoever  is  thrown 
into  it  by  the  rivers.  When  the  flood  and  after 
the  storm  subsided,  there  were  found  in  that 
place  and  the  shores  adjacent,  1,840  sheep, 
nine  black  cattle,  three  horses,  two  men,  one 
woman,  forty-five  dogs,  one  hundred  and 
eighty  hares,  besides  a  number  of  meaner 
animals. — Home  Magazine.

Scotch  Snow  Storms. 

The  most  dbrnal  of  all  the  snow  storms  on 
record,  is  “  the  thirteen  drifiy  days.”  This 
extraordinary  storm  occurred  in  the  year 
1620.  The  traditionary  stories  and  pictures 
of  desolation  that  remain  of  it  are  the  most 
dire  imaginable ;  and  the  mention  of  the 
thirteen  days  to  an  old  shepherd  in  a  stormy 
winter  night,  never  fails  to  impress  his  mind 
with  a  sort  of  religious  awe,  and  often  sets  i 
him  on  his  knees  before  that  Being  who 
alone  can  avert  such  another  calamity. 

It  is  said  that  during  thirteen  days  and 
nights,  tbe  snow-drift  never  once  abated  ;  the 
ground  was  covered  with  frozen  snow  when 
it  commenced,  and  during  all  that  time  the 
sheep  never  broke  their  fast.  The  cold  was 
intense,  to  a  degree  never  before  remember¬ 
ed  ;  and  about  the  fifth  and  sixth  days  of  the 
storm,  the  young  sheep  began  to  fail  into  a 
sleepy  and  torpid  state,  and  all  that  were  so 
affected  in  the  evening,  died  during  tbe  night. 
The  intensity  of  the  frost-wind  often  cut  them 
off,  when  in  that  state,  instantaneously.  About 
the  ninth  and  tenth  days,  the  shepherds  began 
to  build  up  large  semicircular  walls  of  their 
dead,  in  order  to  afford  some  shelter  for  the 
remainder  of  the  living,  but  they  availed  but 
little,  for  about  the  same  time  they  were  fre¬ 
quently  seen  tearing  at  one  another’s  wool 
with  their  teeth. 

When  the  storm  abated,  on  the  fourteenth 
day  from  its  commencement,  there  was,  on 
many  a  high-lying  farm,  not  a  living  sheep  to 
be  seen.  Large  misshapen  walls  of  dead, 
surrounding  a  small  prostrate  flock,  likewise 
ail  dead,  and  frozen  stifl-  in  their  lairs,  were 
all  that  remained  to  cheer  the  forlorn  shep¬ 
herd  and  his  master ;  and  though  on  low- 
lying  farms,  where  the  snow  u'as  not  so  bard 
before,  numbers  of  sheep  weathered  the  storm, 
yet  their  conditions  received  such  a  shock 
that  the  greater  part  of  them  perished  after¬ 
wards  ;  and  tbe  finil  consequences  was,  that 
about  liine-tenibs  of  ail  the  sheep  in  tbe  south 
of  Scotland  were  destroyed.  In  tbe  extensive 
pastoral  district  of  £skdaleMoore,which  main¬ 
tains  upwards  of  twenty  thousand  sheep,  it  is 
said  none  were  left  alive  but  forty  young 
wedders  on  one  farm,  and  five  old  ewes  on 
another.  The  farm  of  Thaup  remained  with¬ 
out  a  stock  and  without  a  tenant  for  twenty 
years  after  the  storm ;  at  length  one  very 
honest  and  liberal-minded  man  ventured  to 
to  take  a  lease  of  it,attheannualrent  of  a  gray 
coat  and  a  pair  of  hose.  It  is  now  rented  at 
jS5(X).  An  extensive  glen  in  Tweedsmuir, 
belonging  to  Sir  James  Montgomery,  became 
a  common  at  that  time,  to  which  any  man 
drove  his  flocks  that  pleased,  and  it  continued 
80  for  nearly  a  century. 

The  years  1709,  40,  and  72,  were  all  like¬ 
wise  notable  years  for  severity,  and  for  tbe 
losses  sustained  among  the  flocks  of  sheep. 
In  the  latter  the  snow  lay  from  the  middle  of 
December  until  tbe  middle  of  April,  and  all 
the  time  hard  frozen.  Partial  thaws  always 
kept  the  farmer’s  hopes  alive,  and  thus  pre¬ 
vented  him  from  removing  his  sheep  to  a  low 
situation,  till  at  length  they  grew  so  weak  that 
they  could  not  be  removed.  There  has  not 
been  such  a  general  loss  io  the  days  of  any 
man  living  as  in  that  year.  It  is  by  these 
Years  that  all  subsequent  hard  winters  have 
been  measured,  and  of  late  by  that  of  1795  ; 
and  wheu  the  balance  turns  out  io  favor  of 
the  calculator,  there  is  alw'ays  a  degree  of 
thankfulness  expressed,  as  well  as  a  composed 
submission  to  the  awards  of  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence.  The  daily  feelingnaturaliy  impressed 
on  the  shepherd’s  mind,  that  all  his  comforts 
are  so  entirely  in  the  hand  of  him  who  rules 
the  elements,  contributes  not  a  little  to  that 
firm  spirit  of  devotion  for  which  the  Scottish 
shepherd  is  so  distinguished.

There  is  no  association  of  the  frequent  sum¬ 
mons  to  a  common  house  of  prayer ;  the  un¬ 
wearied  offices  of  mercy  ;  the  soothing,  iran- 
quilizing,  yet  awakeningaervicea  of  the  church. 
Money  ! — gel  money  ! — is  the  only  sound  that 
vibrates  in  his  ears  all  the  year  round  ;  and, 
for  my  part,  I  know  not  whether  the  pollut¬ 
ing  worship  of  idols  is  much  worse  than  this 
cold,  selfish,  deadening  atheism,  which  freezes 
up  the  heart  against  all  holier  and  more  vivid 
impressions.  As  to  any  thing  like  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truths  of  the  creed,  that  of  course 
is  out  of  the  question.  It  is  well  if  the  settler 
escape  tbe  gross  profligacy,  and  still  baser 
cunning  and  fraud,  which  are  ever  found 
where  “the  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his 
palace,  and  bis  goods  are  in  peace,”  It  is 
observable  also  that,  where  some  good  im¬ 
pressions  remain,  the  mind,  irritated  by  a 
sense  of  neglect,  easily  resits  itself  to  the  ob¬ 
jections  which  are  commonly  made  hy  differ¬ 
ent  parties  against  our  church.  It  is  fell  not

which  mortal  skill  or  kindness  cannot  remove!  1  by  as  gaily  as  if  a  bevy  of  children  had  es- 
How  many  tender  and  painful  anxieties  over  j  caped  to  the  woods,  antf  were  playing  hide 


snares  and  perils  of  a  wicked  world.  Such 
thoughts  flashed  through  my  mind  as  1  saw 
those  tears  ;  and  deep  was  the  indignation  of 
my  spirit,  that  all  these  sorrows  should  receive 
the  augmented  burthen  of  that  sou’s  chosen 
and  wilful  perversity.  And  the  appeal  to  my 
sympathies  was  eloquent,  because  it  came 
with  such  convictions  as  these,  augmenting  its 
power. 

Those  tears  were  eloquent,  too,  in  telling 
the  greatness  of  that  son’s  guilt.  Had  that 
young  man  a  friend  on  earth  who  so  worthily 
sustained  that  name  as  that  mother — who  had 
loved  him  with  such  intensity  of  that  sacred 
pa.ssion  ?  Who  had  laid  all  selfish  interests 
and  personal  comforts  so  completely  in  the 
dark,  for  his  sake,  as  that  weeping  mother  ? 
Who  had  watched  over  him  and  provided  for 
him — hung,  in  anxiety  inexpressible  over  his 
often  sick  bed  ?  Who  hailed,  with  liveliest 
joy,  every  indication  of  reluming  health  ? 
Who  had  borne  with  the  follies  of  his  child¬ 
hood  and  the  faults  of  riper  years,  “  hoping 
all  things,  believing  all  things,  enduring  all 
thiriffs  ?’’  Whn  liL*  it* 
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them,  that  after  they  had  thus  unworthily  and 
unhappily  spent  their  lives,  they  should  be 
tortured  to  all  eternity  ;  this  w'ould  indeed  he 
demanding  sacrifices.  And  yet  these  are  the 
very  sacrifices  that  the  devil  requires  of  his 
votaries,  who  utter  not  a  complaint  of  his  un¬ 
reasonableness,  but  prefer  his  service  to  that 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Astonishing  in¬ 
fatuation  !  The  devil  requires  his  followers 
to  sacrifice  themselves,  soul  and  body,  for 
time  and  eternity,  and  the  great  mass  of  the 
world  accede  to  the  terms  of  service  without 
a  murmur:  and  yet  they  will  complain  of 
Christ,  who  only  requires  them  to  sacrifice 
what  would  be  hurtful  to  them,  and  who  gra-

never  known,  and  would  be  glad  to  shake  off. 
Simplicity,  unhappily,  is  not  the  characteristic 
of  our  North  American  mind :  every  man’s 
wits  are  keen  and  trenchant ;  and  this  increases 
the  difficulties  of  the  spiritual  labourer — not 
to  speak  of  that  awful  efiect  of  our  ioiermi- 
nable  divisions,  the  lurking  doubt  that  steals 
through  many  a  mind,  that,  as  all  cannot  be 
equally  true,  all  may  he  equally  false.

Two  or  three 
more  turns  of  the  smooth  little  head,  and  the 
sagacious  little  eye,  seem  to  raise  his  temper, 
and  he  adds  the  epithet,  “  old,”  as  it  Bob 
While  were  rather  sensitive  on  the  score  of 
his  years,  and  would  be  drawn  out  to  repel 
the  injurious  insinuation.  “Old  Bob  While!” 
he  exclaims,  and  it  is  responded  to  from  be¬ 
low.  Presently  out  trips  a  neat,  industrious, 
thrifty  looking  bird,  who  appears  to  be  keep¬ 
ing  house  in  some  of  the  snug  little  apart¬ 
ments  to  which  those  clean  paths  lead,  and  ' 
exclaims  “  Old  Bob  While  !”  He  starts,  and  ! 
looks  smartly  about  for  the  individual  who 
has  perpetuated  so  unjust  a  slander.  “Old 
Bob  White  !”  And  as  if  the  enormity  grew 
with  the  repetition,  he  hops  upon  another 
branch,  adjusts  his  plumage,  and  boldly  as  an 
eye  can  defy,  he  defied  any  libeller  to  prove 
his  charge. 

The  altercation  is  becoming  sharp,  when 
presently  a  softer,  entreating  voice  from  be¬ 
low,  cries  out,  “  Bob  White  V*  His  anger  is 
dissipated  in  a  moment.  With  a  look  of  uni¬ 
versal  charily  towards  all  quail  slanderers,  he 
alights  from  his  post  of  defiance,  and  trips 
away  op  tbe  leafy  aisle.  He  runs  along  in 
haste,  looking  expectant,  but  determined.—* 
He  evidently  anticipates  some  appeal  to  his 
feelings  as  a  husband  and  father ;  but  is  re¬ 
solved  to  yield  to  no  indiscreet  solicitation.—* 
He  reaches  a  little  nook  near  the  edge  of  the 
thicket,  where  low  herbage  has  crept  in  and 
woven  a  thick  bed,  soft  and  odorous.  The 
branches  are  closely  knotted  above  n,  and 
two  or  three  stems  of  the  geranium  macula- 
turn  droop  gracefully  over,  looking  with  their 
meek,  pale  eyes,  at  the  nestling  little  group 
which  Mrs.  Bob  While  is  vainly  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  keep  in  order  during  her  husband’s 
sally  in  defence  of  bis  youth.  When  be  ar¬ 
rives,  he  finds  a  dozen  callow  Bob  Whites 
tumbling  about,  with  the  manifest  inleniionof 
rebelling  against  parental  authority.  The 
mother  entreats,  the  father  remonstrates,  but 
to  no  purpose.
